To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said 
Orange on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, 1984, at three o’clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open 
until eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Moderator, a 
Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, one 
Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, one Budget Commit- 
tee member for three years, two Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax 
Collector, one Library Trustee, one Deeding Agent, one Chief of Police, 
one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, and other officers that the 
Town judge necessary, and then, beginning at Seven o’clock in the eve- 
ning to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town 
charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three 
percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the bill, 
with the stipulation that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not 
deducted by the payer at the time payment is made. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment 
of taxes andto authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepay- 
ment of taxes in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired through the Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town or to the original 
Owner as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment 
of resident taxes and authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in 
prepayment of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the sander, which was used with the Ford truck, the proceeds of 
the sale to go into the Capital Reserve Fund for purchase of a Highway 
Department Vehicle or Equipment. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $8,500.00 
from Federal Revenue Sharing funds and $4,500.00 from private con- 
tributions, for the purpose of building an addition to the Orange Town 
House in accordance with plans submitted by the Town Hall Addition 
Study Committee and to designate the said Study Committee, appointed 
in 1983, to oversee the work. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to accept and expend gifts of money or personal property for the pur- 
pose intended by the donor and in addition to apply, receive and expend 
any federal or state assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town 
Meeting on the condition that the Selectmen shall account to the voters 
of the Town for all such additional receipts and expenses in accordance 
with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 31:95B. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $1,000.00 
from the Cemetery Trust Funds and $1,000.00 from Revenue Sharing 
Funds for the purpose of carrying out the recommendations of the 
Cemetery Commission, as laid out in their report, for improvements to 
the cemeteries and for an improved plot map of the Church Cemetery, 
and to set up a permanent Cemetery Commission, including the 
Cemetery Agent plus two members to be appointed by the Moderator, 
for the purpose of supervising the cemeteries. _ 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Block 
Grant Fund of $13,117.56 for construction, reconstruction, and 
maintenance of class 4 or 5 highways. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget sub- 
mitted by the Budget Commitee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 13: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other of- 
ficers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to call upon the Governor 
and Executive Council, its State Representative(s) and State Senator to 
promptly convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric rates 
resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, 
businesses, schools and agencies in the Town of Orange, N.H., and to 
direct the Selectmen to promptly notify our above listed elected officials 
of the Town’s desire. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support 
of immediate actions by the Federal Government to control and reduce 
acid rain, which is harmful to the environment and economy of Orange 
and to the health and welfare of the people of Orange. 

These actions shall include: 1. Reduce by at least half the major cause 
of acid rain, sulfur dioxide emissions, by the year 1990. 2. Conclude 
negotiations and adopt a treaty with the government of Canada that will 
commit both nations to this same goal. 

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New 
Hampshire Congressional Delegation and to the President of the United 
States. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 16: To transact any business that may legally come before 
the meeting not in the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 17: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o’clock in the 

evening.

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MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


Mascoma Home Health Services, Inc. with this year starts its 16th year of 
home health care services to the towns of Enfield, Canaan, Grafton, Orange 
and Dorchester. 1983 has brought some changes: the most significant has 
been the establishment of an Adult Group Day Care center at the agency of- 
fices on Prospect St. in Enfield. This program offers supervised care for 
those eligible adults, which includes nursing, rehabilitation therapy, recrea- 
tional activities, and a midday meal. The day care is open daily from 9:00 
A.M. to 3:00 P.M., and is coordinated by a registered nurse, assisted by one 
staff person and many volunteers. 

Volunteers have always been supportive of the agency efforts. It would be 
very difficult if not impossible to replace this kind of help. The volunteer 
Board of Directors and individual program volunteers have given 1904 hours 
this year. 

The Child Health Program includes a Well Child Clinic once a month on 
the 4th Tuesday, and two dental clinics, one in the spring and fall. Newborn 
visits are made by the nurse to those parents who desire such a visit. Infant 
car seats are available for loan to area residents. The total enrollment of the 
program this year is 203 children, for the town of Orange 2. 

Home care services, visiting nurse, physical therapy, occupational therapy, 
home health aides, homemakers and soon to be added medical social service, 
are available to all area residents. Anyone can request services. A nurse or a 
therapist will make an evaluation visit and determine what the need is. Fur- 
ther visits will be made under physician’s orders.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and con- 
trol program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than 
one-half acre per fire statewide average. 

At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention 
and control of all grass and wood fires when the ground is not snow covered. 

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit 
for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is 
not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain 
this written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any 
person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our 
forest fire permit law and is subject to acourt appearance and could be fined up 
to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 

No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is rain- 
ing. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 
9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 and 5:00 
p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited 
and dries the air, which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the 
day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire 
could burn longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 

Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly ap- 
preciated. 

As Smokey says, ‘‘Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!’’

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HOUSE ADDITION 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Study Committee has held nine meetings since members were appointed 
in March, 1983. Consideration at first was given to the question of whether or 
not an addition is necessary. It was the unanimous vote of the members that an 
addition should be constructed. The decision was influenced by the fact that 
the hall often is extremely crowded during meetings or other Town affairs. 
Members also took into consideration the suggestion that construction could 
be accomplished with volunteer labor and the use of some equipment and 
materials on loan. Above all the members were convinced that such a project 
should have little or no effect on the tax rate. 

James Marshall, one of the committee members, drew up exterior and in- 
terior plans and his rendering of the exterior shows an addition architecturally 
and aesthetically pleasing because of its harmony in design with the original 
building. The addition will extend twenty feet to the East and its depth will be 
the same as the present structure. This will involve removing the East wall of 
the building, providing one large meeting room. All care possible will be taken 
to remove the slate blackboard intact and it is hoped that it can be preserved 
and reinstalled. There will be a poured concrete foundation, thus providing a 
basement. Heavy supporting beams and 2 x 6 studding will be used. Windows 
will be installed as in the diagram enclosed with this report and drywall will be 
used in the interior. Originally the idea was to wait until later, when additional 
Revenue Sharing funds might be available, to lay hardwood floors. Now these 
may be included in construction based on financial considerations which will 
be explained later. As shown by the diagram of the interior, the hall will be in- 
creased 55% in area and there is space for a kitchen and for toilets. The Select- 
men may be assured that storage space will be provided that they will feel is 
satisfactory for their needs. 

The Selectmen are aware that on September 19, 1983 the committee mailed a 
letter to all taxpayers. (Incidentally the mailing was at no expense to the tax- 
payers. Postage and materials were provided through contributions of some of 
the members of the committee.) This letter stated that with the appropriation 
of $9500 in Revenue Sharing funds and if $3500 could be raised through dona- 
tions, the addition could be constructed with volunteer labor at a cost of 
$13,000. Of course, the final cost will be determined by the price of materials in 
the Spring and early Summer of 1984. We are pleased to report that the re- 
sponse to our letter was extremely gratifying. To this date $6128.00 has been 
pledged. Actual cash donations have been received in the amount of $4573.00. 
Of the total in pledges, $5280.00 was pledged or contributed by non-residents 
and $1048.00 by residents. This amount far exceeds any expectations. 

The committee recommends that articles be included in the warrant pro- 
viding: 1) $8500.00 to be appropriated from Federal Revenue Sharing funds 
and 2) donations to be accepted to be used to construct an addition to the Town 
House. It would be our understanding that the donations would be spent first, 
and that any Federal Revenue Sharing fudns remaining after the construction 
is completed could be returned to the town treasury capital reserve fund.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE CEMETERY COMMISSION 


At the 1982 Town Meeting, the citizens voted to establish a Cemetery 
Commission of five members. The Commission was charged with making 
recommendations relative to improvements in the upkeep of cemeteries, in 
record-keeping, in handling of sale of lots, and in any other pertinent areas, 
and to submit a report before the 1983 Town Meeting. 

The Commission met on four different occasions, toured the cemeteries, 
and developed the following recommendations: 

1. Fertilize all three cemeteries this spring to strengthen the turf. 

2. Repair and straighten all grave stones, where possible. 

3. Initiate a major restoration and improvement program for the 
Church Cemetery that will include leveling and re-seeding present lots 
where necessary, and developing a series of terraces on the side hill to 
control erosion and to create new lots. 

4. Develop an accurate plot map for the Church Cemetery. 

5. Establish a permanent Cemetery Commission to oversee the mainte- 
nance of the cemeteries and to develop policies and procedures for the 
future sale of lots. 

The Commission recommends the appropriation of $2000.00 to imple- 
ment this improvement program. A large amount of top soil has already 
been donated toward this project. Funds will be needed for contracting 
bulldozer work, for purchasing loam, seed, and fertilizer, for labor to ac- 
complish these tasks, and for the development of an accurate plot map. 

The Selectmen and members of the Budget Committee are proposing 
that $1000.00 be appropriated from the Cemetery Trust Funds and that 
$1000.00 be appropriated from Revenue Sharing Funds. This funding pro- 
cess will result in no impact on the tax rate.
